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DUQUESNE SPY RING 



On January 2, 19^2, 33 oembers of a Uazi spy ring 
headed by Frederick Joubert Duquesne w6re sentenced to serve a 
total of over 300 years in prison. They were brought to justice 
■after a lengthy espionage investigation by the FBI. William 
Sebold, who had been recruited as a spy for Germany, was a- major 
factor in the FBI's successful resolution of this case through 
his work as a double agent for the United States. 

A native of Germany, William Sebold served in the 
German army during World War I. After leaving Germany in 1921, 
he worked in industrial and aircraft plants throughout the 
United Starts an4 South America. On February 10, 1936, he became 
a aatUTid±z«d- eitiz4«i of the Unitedi Sta^es^, 

Sebold returned to Germany in February, 1939, to visit 
his BJOfther in Mulheim- Upon his arrival in Hamburg, Germany, he 
was approached by a member 6f the Gestapo who said that Sebold 
would be contacted in the near future. Sebold proceeded to 
Mulheim where he obtained employment. 

Jn September, 1939, a Dr. Gassner visited Sebold in 
Mulheim and interrogated him regarding military planes and 
equipment in the United States. He also asked Sebold to return 
to the United States as an espionage agent for Germany. 
Subsequent visits by Dr. Gassner and a "Dr. Renken," later 
identified as Major Nickolaus Ritter of the German Secret • 
Service, persuaded Sebold to cooperate with the Reich because he 
feared reprisals against family members still living in Germany. 

Since Sebold 's passport had been stolen shortly after 
his first visit from Dr. Gassner, Sebold went to the American 
Consulate in Cologne, Germany, to obtain a 'new one. While doing 
so, Sebold secretly told personnel of the American Consulate 
about his future role as a German agent, and expressed his wish to 
cooperate with the FBI upon his return to America. 

Sebold reported to Hamburg, Germany, where he was 
instructed in such areas as preparing coded messages and 
microphotographs . Upon completion of training, he was given five 
microphotographs containing instructions for preparing a code and 
detailing the type of Information he was to transmit to €ermany 
from the United States. Sebold was told to retain two of the 
inierophotx>gr^hs_and to deliver the other thr^e to German 
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operatives in the United Statei* After receiving filial ^ 
instructions, including using the assumed nam^ of "Harry Sawyer 
he sailed froo «*enoa, Italy, and arrived in ,H«w York City on 
February 8, 1940/ ' 

The FBI previously had been advised of Sebold's 
expected arrival, his mission and bis intentions to assist them 
in identifying German agents in the United States. Under the 
guidance of Special Agents, Sebold established residence in 
New York City as Harry Sawyer. Also, an office was established 
for him as a consultfiiit diesel engineer, to be used as a cover in 

establishing contacts with oefflbers of the spy ring. In selecting 
this office for Sebold, FBI Agents ensured that they could 
observe any neeiings taking place there. 

In Hay, 19^0, a shortwave radio transmitting station 
operated by FBI Agents on Long Island established contact with 
the German shortwave station abroad. This radio station sft^-ved 
as a main channel of communication between German spies in 
New York City and their superiors in Germany for 16 months.' 
During this time, the FBI's radio station transmitted over BOO 
aesisagfts to 5trlp3r3r>r 2Q0 fiesjsagis from Gejpmany. 

Sel^oid,»s success as a coonterespio«^e agent agat^fe 
Nazi spies in tfe^^^ito is demonstrated by the suet&essful 

prosecution of the 33 German agents in Kew York. Of tilO!?€ 
arrested on charges of espionage, 19 pleaded gtiilty. the 1 4 men 
who entered pleas of not guilty were brought w trial in Ffderal 
District Court, Brooklyn, New York, on September 3f 19^1} afid 
they were all fouhd guilty by jury on December 13, tlMl- 

The activities of each of these convicted spies and 
Sebold 's role in uncovering their espionage activities for the 
Reich folloilr. 

FREDERICK JOUBERT DUQUESNE . 

Born in Cape Colony, South Africa, on September 21, 
1877, Frederick Joubert Duquesne emigrated from Hamilton, 
Bermuda, to the United States in 1902 and became a naturalized 
United States citizen on December H, 1913. "Duquesne was 
implicated in fraudulent insurance claims, including one that 
resulted from a fire aboard the British steamship Tennyson which 
caused the vessel to sink on February 18, 1916. When he was ' 
. arrested on November 17, 1917f 'iie had in his possession « large 

F file of news clippings concerning bomb explosions on ships, as 

well as a letter from the Assistant German Vice Consul at 
Managua, Nicaragua. The letter indicated that "Captain Duquesne" 
was "one who has rendered considerable service to the German 
I cause.** 
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When Sebold Htxurmd to th$ United Mai#s in Jt'^pru&ryf 
t^UP, Duquesne was ©p^fr^tinf, $ business know»r'%as . the **Jfiir 
Terminals CoiSpany" in l^fic City. After ^Establishing his 
first contact with DpQw^^i^e byTlette^r, Sebold met with hiar in . 
Duquesne's office. During their initial meeting, Duquesne , wh^' 
-was extremely concerned about the possibility of electronic 
surveillance devices being present; in bis office, gave Sebold % 
note stating that they should talk elsewhere* After rel4catinigV 
to an Automat , the two o en exchanged information about aembers of 
the Geriaan espionage systeii with\ whoa they bad been in <oontaot ^1^! . 

Duquesne provided Sebold with information for 
transmittal to Germany during subsequent meetings, and the 
meetings which oceurrfd in SebQld'S' office were filmed by FBI 
Agents. Duquesne, who was vehemently anti-British, submitted 
information dealing with natidna^ defense in America, the sailing 
of. ships to British ptorts Wnd technology. He also regularly 
received money from Oermahy in payment for his services. 

On one ofitoasion, I3»uquesne provided Sebold with 

photographs and specificatioins of a new type of bomb being 
isrisdimed: Iriv ^tb*. ilatitS StStf^ iie eiaimed that he secured tjhat 
material by SM^eretly e^ plant in Wilmington, 

Delaware, ^qtlesne ailfo explained how fires could be started in 
irifiJustrtal Iplants. liuch, the informatijon Duquesne obtained was 
the result of his coi^resp^bdenoe iitdUstrial concerns. 
Representing himself as a student , he requested data eoncerning 
their products and manufacturing conditions. 

' . Duquesne Was brought to trial and was convicted. He 
was sentenced to serve 18 years in prison on espionage charges,, 
as well ds a 2*year concurrent sentence and payment of a $2,0011 
fine for violation of the Registration Act. - 

PAUL BANTE 

A native of Germany, Paul Bante served in the German 
army during World War I. He came to the United States in 1930 
and became a naturalized United States citizen in 1938. 

Bante, formerly a member of the Germ an -American Bund, 
claimed that Germany put him in contact with one of their- 
operatives, Paul Fehse, because of Bante's previous, association 
with a Dr. Ignatz 7. Griebl. Before fleeing to Germany to escape 
prosecution, Dr. Griebl had been implicated In « ilazi«spy ring 
with Guenther Gustave Rumrich, who was tried on espionage charges 
in 1938.

Sebold met Bante at the Little Casino Restaurant, which 
was frequented by several loembers of this spy ring. During one 
such meeting, Bante advised that he was preparing a fuse bomb, 
and he subsequently delivered dynamite and detonation caps to 
Sebold. 

Entering a guilty plea to violation of the Registration 
Act, Bante was sentenced to 18 months* imprisonment and was fined 
• $1,000. 

MAX mm. 

Max Blank came to the United States from Germany in 
1928. Although he never became a United States citizen, Blank 
had been employed in New torV. City at a German library and at a 
tToolS 5ti5r« "Whirch <?et^e4 t©^ Oeman trade. 

Paul Fehse, a major figure in this case, informed 
Germahy i^hat Blank, w*io was aic quaint ed with several members of 
the spy ring, could secure some valuable information but lacked 
the funds to do so. Later Fehse and Blank met with Sebold In jils 
office. They told Sebold that Blank co-uld obtain details abo«| 
rubberized self-sealing airplane gasoline tanks, as well as a iaew 
bl-aking device for airplanes, from a friend who worked in a 
.shipyard. However, he needed money to get the ^infor*iif6ion . . 

$lank pleaded guilty to violation of the Registration 
Act. He received a sentence of 18 aonths* imprisonment and a 
$1,000 fine. 

ALFRED E. BROKOFF 

Alfred E. Brokhoff, a native of Germany, came to the 
United States in 19^3 and became a naturali.zed citizen in 1929* 
He was a mechanic for the United States Lines in New York City 
for 17 years prior to his arrest. Because of his employment on 
the docks, he knew almost all of the other agents In this group 
who were working as seamen on various ships. 

~Brokhoff helped Fehse secure information ^about the 
sailing dates and cargoes of vessels destined for England. He 
also assisted Fehse in. transmitting this information to Germany. 
Also, another German agent, George V. Leo Waalen, reported that 
he had received information from Brokhoff for transmittal to 
Germany. 
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Upon conviction, Brokhoff was sentenced to serve a V 
five-*yesr prison term for violation of the espiofifgt fiatutes .an4 
to serve a two-year odncurrent sentence for violation of the 
.Registration Act. r 

HEIMRICH CLAUSING 

In September, 193^1, German-born Heinrlch Clausing came 
to tlie United States, where he beeaaje a naturalized citizen in 
1938. Having served on various ships sailing from Hew York ;f 
Harbor since his arrival in the country, he was employed as a 
^ook on the SS Argentine at the time of his arrest. 

Closely associated with Franz Stigler , one of the 
principal contact oen for this spy ringi Clausing operated as a 
courier. He transported oicrophotographs and other material fr<^ft 
the United States to South American ports, from which the 
information was. sent to Germany via Italian airlines. He also i 
established a mail drop in South America for expeditious 
transmittal of information- to dermany by mail. 

■eitmslnf U3t^ con^victed and was sentenced to serve eigfet 
years for violation of espionage statutes. He also received a 
two-yaar concurrent sentence for violation of the Registration 

Act ^ ' ^ 

CON R A DIN OTTO PQLD 

Conradin Otto Dold came tO the United States from 
'Germany in 1926. He became a Uniied States citizen in ISS*! under 
the Seamen's Act. Prior to his arrest, he was Chief Steward 
aboard the SS' Siboney of the American Export Lines. 

Dold was related to people holding high positions^, in 
Germany and was closely associated with other members of the 
espionage group who worked on ships sailing from New York Harbor. 
As a courier, Dold carried information from Nazi agents in the 
United States to contacts in neutral ports abroad for transmittal 
to Germany, 

Dold was sentenced to serve ten years in prison on 
espionage charges and received a two-year concurrent sentence and 
a fine of $1,000 for violation of the Registration Act. 

RUDOLF EBELING ■ 

After leaving Germany for the United States in 1925, 
Rudolf Ebeling became an American citizen In 1933< He was 
employed as a foreman in the Shipping Department of Harper .«nd 
Brothers in Wew York City when he vas arrested.

Riehard Eichenlaubj who came to the United States in 
"ISBO and became a citizen in If 36, operated the Little Casino 
Rtstaulrant Sh the IforkvlTle Saption of New York City. This 
restaurant was a rendezvous for ©any oeohers of this spy ring, 
and Eichenlaub introduced several new members into the group. 

Eiehe«laub reported to the Gernjan Gestapo and often 
obtained information from his customers who were engaged in 
n^itioftal def^enjse pxcduttion. Through Eichenlaub, dynamite was 
4 tt ltvere<l to^ Sab o j^d from •fiaats^. 

fJavi'^f entered a plea of guilty to violation of the 
ISegiitratio% was sentenced nto pay a fine of

HEINRICH CARL EILERS 

A native of Germany, Heinrich Carl Eilers came to the 
Ohited States in \923 4dnd became a citizen in 1932. From 1933 
until his arrest » he served as a steward on ships sailing #ora 
New York City; 

Eilers made a trip from New York to Washington, D.C., 
to obtain information for Germany from the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority. His mission, however, was unsuccessful. 

At the time of his arrest in New York City by Customs 
authorities in June, 19^0, he had in his possession 20 letters 
addressed to people throughout Europe.' He also had books, 
relating to magnesium and aluminum alloys which had been sent to 
him by Edmund Carl Heine, one of the principal espionage agents

Upon conviction, Eilers received a five-year prison 
sentence on espionage charges and a concurrent sentence of two 
years* imprisonment and a $1,000 fine under the Registration Act 



PAUL FEHSE 

Id 193^, Paul Fehse left Germany for the United States, 
•where he became a citizen in 1938. Since his arrival ih this 
country, he had been employed as a cook aboard ships sailing froni 
Hew York Harbor. 

Fehse was one of the directing forces in this espionage 
group* He arranged toeetings, directed meiBbers* activities, 
correlated inforaatioh that had been developed , and arranged for 
Its transiaittal to Germany, chiefly through Sebold. Fehse, who 
was trained for espionage work in Hamburg, Germany, claimed he 
headed the Marine Division of the German espionage system in the 
United States . 

Having becoffl^ quite apprehensive and nervous, Fehse 
made plans to leave the country. He obtained a position on the 
SS Siboney, which was scheduled to sail from Hoboken , New Jersey, 
for Lisbon, Portiigal, on Mai**oh 29, 19'<1» He planned to desert 
ship in Lisbon and return -to Germany. 

Ho we v ef t before he tsotrl^ Irewe ttee^ plaited States, Feh&e 
was arrested by FBI Agents. tJpon arrest, he admitted sending 
letters to Italy for tran^ittal to Germany, as well as reporting 
the movements of British Mips v^^^ 

On April T,, 19^1, Fehse was sentenced on a plea of 
guilty to serve one yeatr and one day in prison for violation of 
the Registration Act. He subsequently pleaded guilty to 
espionage and received a prison sentence of 15 years. 

EDMUND CARL HEINE 

A native of Germany, Edmund Carl Heine came to thie' 
United States in 1914 and became a naturalized citizen in 1920. 
Until 1938i he held various positions in the foreign sales and 
service departments of Ford Motor Company and Chrysler Motor 
Corporation. His employment took him to the. West Indies, . 
South America, Spain, and Berlin, Germany. Heine was closely 
associated with i)r. Hans Luther, former German Ambassador in 
Washington, D.C., and Prince Louis Ferdinand of Berlin. 

' , ' JJeine sent letters from Detroit, Michi2an4'^6^:l.illy 

"Stein, one of the German spies Sebold was instructed "^o contact. 
The letters contained detailed technical data regarding the 
military, aircraft construction and various industries. He slso 
wrote to aircraft companies to obtain information about their 
production, number of employees and the i^ime required to 
construct military planes.

Upon conviction of violating the Registration Act, 
Heine received a $5,000 fine and a two-year prison sentence. 

FELIX JAHNKE 

In 192^1, Felix Jabnke left Ceroany for the 
United States, where he became a naturalized citizen in 1930. 
Jahnke had attended military school in Geroany and had served in 
the German army as a radio operator.

Jahnke and Axel Wheeler -Hill "secured the services of 
Josef Klein, a radio technician, in building a portable radio >et 
for Jahnke*s apartment in the Bronx. Jahnke used this radio to 
transmit messages, which were intercepted by the FBI, to Germany, 
lie also visited fehe docks in New York harbor to obtain 
inform a tion i atbout v essels |>ound^ for England. ' 

After pleading giiilty to violation of the Registration 
iAct, Jahnke was s^ntenead to s«rve 2:0 months in prison and to |>ay 
a $1,000 fine. 

GUSTAV WILHELM KAEBCHER 

Gustav Wilhelm Kaercher came to the United States in 
1923, becoming a citizen in 1931. He served in the German army 
during World- War I and was a former leader of the German 3vt^6 in 
New York, tjuring visits to Germany, he was seen to have worn a 
German army officer's uniform. At the time of his arrest |^he was 
engaged in designing power plants for the American Gas arm 
Electric Company in New York City. 

Kaercher was arrested with Paul Scholtz, ^ho had Just 
handed Kaercher a table of call letters and frequencies for 
transmitting information to Germany by radio. 

As a result of his guilty plea .to charges of violating 
the Registration Act, Kaercher received a $2,000 fine and a 
4'*-^^ri8on sentence -^of i22 inonths^ 

JOSEF KLEIN 

A native of Germany, Josef Klein came to the 
United States in 1925; he did not become a citizen. ».iClein, a , 
photographer and lithographer, had been interested in the 
building and operation of shortwave radio transmitters.

Hirman Vf. Lang came to the United States from Gel>iBany 
in 1927 and became a citizen in 1939. He was one of folir jpeople 
Sebold had &een told to contact in the United States. 

Until his arrest, Lang had been employed by a comlpany 
manufacturing highly confidential materials essential to the 
national defense of the United States. During a visit to Germany 
in 1938, Lang conferred with German military authorities and 
reconstructed plans of the confidential materials from memory. 

Upon conviction, Lang received a sentence of 18 years 
in prison on espionage charges and a 2-year ^concurrent sentence 
under the Registration Act. 

EVELYN CLAYTON LEWIS 

A native of Arkansas, Evelyn Clayton Lewis had been 
living with Frederick Joubert Duquesne in New York City. Miss 
Lewis had expressed her -anti-British and «nti-Semitic feelings 
during her relationship with Duquesne. She was aware of his

RENE EMAMUEL MEZf NEN 

Rene Emanuel Mezenen, a Frenchman, claimed 
United States citizenship through the naturalization of his 
. father. Prior to his arrest he was employed as a steward in the 
transatlantic clipper service. 

The German Intelligence Service in Lisbon, Portugal, 
asked Mezenen to act as a courier, transmitting information 
between the tJnited States and Portugal on his regular trips on 
the clipper. He accepted this offer for financial gain.. In the 
course of flights across the Atlantic, Mezenen also reported his 
observance of convoys sailing for England. He also became 
iavolvied- in smuggling platinum from the United States to 

Following a plea of guilty, Mezenen received an eight- 
year prison term for espionage and two concurrent years for 
registration violations. 

CARL REUPER 

^- . Having come to the United States from- Germany in l$29i 

Carl Reuper became a citizen in 1936. Prior to his arrest lie 
served as an inspector for the Westihghouse Electric Company in 
Newark, New Jersey. 

Reuper obtained photographs for Germany relating to 
national defense materials and construction, which he obtained 
from his employment. He arranged radio contact with Germany 
through the station established by Felix Jahnke. On one 
occasion, he conferred with Sebold regarding Sebold's facilities 
for communicating with German authorities. 

Upon conviction, Reuper was sentenced to 16 years* 
Imprisonment on espionage charges and 2 years' concurrent

EVERETT MINSTER ROEDER 

Born In the Bronx, Mew York, Roeder was a draftsman and 
designer of confidential materials for the United States Army and 

Navy. 
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Sebold. had" delivered microp^iotograph Insferii^tiofts to 
Roeder, as ordered- bj?, German authorities. Boeder end Sebold met 
in public places >|>|*oce«ded to spots vfy&re they d'ould ta!lk 
privately. -'-'^ ' ^ , 

In 1936, Boeder had visited Germany and was requested 
by German authorities to act as an espionage agent. Primarily 
due to monetary rewards he would receive, fioeder agreed. 

Roed^r entered a guilty plea to the charge of espionage 
and was sentenced, to 16 years in prison. 

PAUL ALFRED W. SCHOLZ 

A derm an native, Paul Scbolz came to the United States 
in 1926 but never attaitved citizenship. He had been employed ih 
German book stores in Klew York City, where he disseminated Vazi 
propaganda. 

Scholz had arranged for Josef Klein to construct the 
radio sirt ursed i>y Fe^^ Jahnke and Axel Irfhefiler-Hill. At the 
tTme ©r trts arrest , Scholg hetd^ Custav Willie la Kaerch^r 

a list of radio call letters and frequencies. He also encouraged 
ajembers of this spy ring %o secure data for Germany and arranged 
contacts betweert various Gfimaan agents. 

Upon convictloot Scbolz was sentenced to 16 years* 
imprisonment for espionage with 2 years' concurrent sentence 
under the Registration Act. 

GEORGE GOTTLOB SCHUH 

George Schuh, a native of Germany, came to the 
United States in 1923* He became a citizen in 1939 and was 
employed as a carpenter. 

As a German agent, he sent information directly to the 
Gestapo in Hamburg, Germany, from this country. Schuh had 
provided Alfred Brokhoff information that Winston Churchill had 
arrived in the United States on the HMS George V. He also 
furnished information to Germany concerning the oovement of ships 
carrying materials and supplies to Britain. 

Having pleaded guilty to violation of *the -Registration 
Act, Schuh received a sentence of 18 months in prison and a 
$1 ,000 fine.

He also had birought $2!,9GN) from German contacts abroad to pay 
Lilly Stein, Puquesne and Roeder for their services and to buy a 
bomb jsight.

Born in Vienna, Ausiril, Lilly Stein, met Hugo Sebold, 
the espionage instructor who had trained William Sebold (the two

Lilly Stein was one of the people to whom Sebold had 
been instructed to deliver microphot^graph instructions upon his 
arrival in this country. She frequently iaet with Sebold to give 
him information for transmittal to Germany, and her address was 
used as a return address by other agents in mailing data for 
Germany. 

Miss Stein pleaded gailty find received sentences of 10 
yeiars* and 2 concurrent years' imprisonaient for violations of 
espionage and registration statutes, respectively. 

FSANZ JOSEPH STIGLER 

In V93^4, Er-anx Stigler -lAft Geroany for the 
Unite d Stat e s > wher ^ h9t h t^Aainft a citig^i^ 1939* He had been 
employed as a crew member aboard United States ships until his 
discharge from the SS America when the United States Navy 
converted that ship into the OSS West Point. 

His constant companiQQ was Erwin Siegler, and they 
operated as couriers in transmitting information between the 
United States and German agents abroad. Stigler sought to 
recruit ai^ateur radio operators in the United States as channels 
of communication to German radio stations. He had also observed 
and reported 'defense preparations in the Canal Zone and had met 
with other German agents to advise them in their espionage 
pursuits. 

Upon conviction, Stigler was -sentenced to serve 16 
years in prison on espionage charges with 2 concurrent years for 
registration violations. 

ERICH STRUNCK 

A seaman aboard ships of the United States Lines since 
his arrival in this country, Erich Strunck came to ;tbe , 
^tJnited States Trom iieriDany In ^927. He became a naturalized 
citizen in 1935. 

As a courier, Strunck carried messages between German 
agents in the United States and Europe. -He requested authority 
to steal the diplomatic bag of a British officer traveling aboard 
is ship and to dispose of the officer by pushing him overboard, 
ebold convinced him that it would be too risky to do so. 
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Str^jinck was convicted and s$ftteno«t to SSirr^e 10 yea't's 
in prison on espionage charges. He ali|o was sentei^ced to serve a 
two-year concurrent term under the Begistration Act.

Waalen was born in Panzig while tjiat city was uader 
German domination.

Waalen gathered information about ships sailing for 
England. He also obtained a confidentiajt booklet issued by the 
FBI which contained precautions to be t^keii by industrial plants 
to safeguard national d<|fense materials from sabotage. Waalen 
also seoured Government contra#i» listing specifications for 
materials and equipment, as well as detailed sea charts of the 
United States Atlantic coastline.

I live at 24 West 76th Street, Keir Zork City* I nas horn 
in South Africa* I iras formerly an officer in the Boer forces and was 
active during the World War fighting for oy countxyf frfaich iras allied 
nith Germany and the Central Powers* Daring the World War, I acted 
as a co-ordinating agent in South America, and ire were equipped with 
radios, nhich we used to furnish information to, and comnunicate idth, 
the German Fleet, furnishing thsm such pertinent information as we 
mi^t obtain, particularly concerning British fleet oovements* I 
was very active in Chile during this period* 

After the Irmistice, .1 came to the United States and held 
various positions in New Tork City and Boston, doing newspaper work and 
also heing engaged as a drama critic* During this time, due to ay 
background as an agent of the Central Powers, I was posing as an 
Englishman and using the name of FBEDEEiICK CRAVEN* 

Some years passed, and although I am not definite as to the 
date, I began to receive post cards frost Qenaazgr and Switzerland, idiich 
appeared to be advertisements and more or less propaganda material* 
I suppose that I was receiving these cards due to the fact that I was 
well<4aunm to the Central Powers and the German Goveronent during the 
World Ibr* 

Someti|ie about 1933 I was living at 47 West 54th Street 
under the na me of FREDHiICK DPQ DESHE* One digr a man by the name of 
milHHHV '^'^ ^ knew asimBcame to xbj home* I had never 
seen this man previous to this oc^aicn* He told me that he formerly 
mnrked at the Waldorf Hotel as a head waiter for OSCAR* He told me that 
he wanted to kxiow viiether the German Government owed me for m;^ services 
as an agent for the Central Powers during tfafi Wijrld War, aod I told Itiim 
^^^lermai:^ still owed me andl at the present time they still' do* 
mitold me that Germany, at that tise, was in rather poor financial 
condition, bat that I coc^ rest Msured that I would be fVtlly paid., for . 
ay past services* ' • 
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He inade an appolntmeat to come to see me again^ but he never did, end 
some time after this I iient looking for him at the Waldorf Hotel, but 
could not ascertain his trtiereaboutsc

After this contact irithHHBm quite a period of time 
elapsed before I nas contacted by- a iroman, tAwse name I do not recall, 
nho also came to my home« This girl appeared to be German and had a 
slight German accent* She asked me if 1 vas Eerr ]]UQ[J£SHE, and nhen 
I replied in the affirmative, she said that she had a present for me and 
that she would nail it to me* A short time after this visit, I began 
receiving propaganda books and pas^hlets from Germany throu^ the mails, 
ithich dealt with the bright future, of Germaqy* After receiving these 
pamphlets for some time, another girl, iriun I did sot know, whose name 
I cannot recall, came to toy house, asked me if I was Herr DUQITESHB, 
and also asked me how I liked the books and paophlets, idiich I had

Central Powers against the Allies. HHBH-toId me that he would 
ccm& to see me again in the near future with additional money, he 
did not return and I received a post card from him, in iriiich he stated 
that he regretted that he had to leave hurriedly, but that he would 
pay me the additional money owed me* In ny opinion, at the . present 
time, the German Government owes me at least llO^OOO* for bqt service* 
during the World War* 
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Some time after receiving this post card from 

a man came to see me who spdke with a decided English accent anft- appe^ed 
to be English* He was dressed very weli and told me that he had been 
following me for months* I camiot_rec all his name, althou^ the last 
part of his surname ended inflHHI 




He asked me how X -nas doing and -idiat I yiaa doing* I toXd him I nas 
iiorklng on ihe Herald and doing very nicely* He then a^ked aboat the 
book that iras pabllshed aboat ne and stated that he had been arouM 
to the publisher* The publisher infomed me that he had been there 
and he told {hem that he bad been following ae around and informed 
the publishOT that he wasn't aaything to be afi-aid of» I believe this 
man was a German agent* The name of -Qie publtaher to -whom I refer 
Is the Farp PttbliahlTig Coaqpauoy in New York City* idio had published 
a book aboat my exploits* 

Some time thejreafter I receired a lett^ postmarked at 
New Tork City, i^ch -asked that I obtain the prices of oaamodities in 
idle United States and that I should mail this information t6 Qhaxvaay* 
I was furnished an address in (jermany, particularly in ISooieh^ . 
althou^ I cannot recall the exact address* 1 wrote to this address 
and I did not send -tiiem the prices of the cognoditLes, bat I a8i)|»d them 
if it would be possible for them to send me information and prices 
concerning air conditioning apparatus manufactured in Qermai^'* k 
short time after this I received a letter from Germeuoy sendli^ me 
prices and details concerning German air conditioning a^paratusy but 
it was apparent to me that the prices and equifwent did not coB3>are 
favorably with those of American manufacture* 

One night a man came to ny house named AD£M GOETZ. I recall 
him particularly because he looked sxsctly like "FATTI" HITTER, only 
he was vezy much larger* He spoke perfect English and asked me if I 
was busy these days, and he said that due to the fact that I had an 
automobile, he would like to hire me to chauffeur for him for a period 
of time* This man had "sickly" blond hair* He was a^pproxtmately 
forty years of age and fi^jproximately 200 pounds in weight. I drove 
him arotmd for approximately a week's i^Lms to nummrous small towns, 
particularly in the poor liring sections, and we traveled in Conoectl-* 
cut and New Jersey* I didn't know aiqr of the places where ADyUI GOEIZ 
was going, but I stopped at numerous homes and he would get out of the 
car, be gone for a short time, and then return to the car* He would 
direct me where to go* I cannot recall exactly the locations of tiiese 
residences* ABAl!

in fact my wife worked iii her dressmaking shop for iabout two months. 
IThe last time I was with my wife in Genoa Was between May 29 and 
June 2, 1940. During this time she told me that I might receive 
some inf oimation while I was in the Tfaited States which I should 
take to Europe. I told her that although I ha.d done a favor for 

did not want to' get involved in this sort of business , 
^latis in canning information for Germany from the United States 
because a number of our crew on the SS MNHATTM were English boys 
and were wondering about my activities because of my position as 
library steward which gave me some connections with the mail and 
also because in April the ccmpany bad issued a bulletin to each of 
the crew stating no member of the crew was permitted to carry any 
mail to Etcope, All mail had to be sent regularly through the 
New York Post Office. 

On June 12, 1940 the date the SS MANH&TTM arrived in New York 
from Genoa irtiich was also its last voyage from that city, a number 
of letters were placed on my desk for mailing by various passengers. 
Although I should have turned these letters over to the purser immed- 
iately I Yfas somewhat delayed and forgot about than. Two dayslater, 
I discovered these letters which I had put aside and teii5)orarily 
forgotten about and rather than turn than over to the purser at this 
late date, I attempted to mail them myself but was stopped by 
Oustans officials at the gate at which time I had these letters in 
iny side pocket. They were takrai from me and I was questioned by the 
authorities. However, I was subsecpently released and reinstated 
with the United States Lines and as far as I know this matter did 
not reflect against my record withtiis company. 

Upon ny arrival in New York City on about Hovember 21, 1940 
I found in ny room Tshich I maintain at East 76th Street a letter 
and a package, the letter had arrived by mail and the package by 
esqjress. The letter was addressed to me as Hr. HEINZ EIHLERS, 
441 East 76th Street,. New York City' and was postmarked at 
Detroit, Michigan. The letter was signed i'KONBAD" and was to 
the effect that it had been quite a loi^. time sintoe JCOMAD" had 
heard from me but that he believed the address he had in his note- 
book was still all.ri'ght. He stated that lixen he wrote me' "the last 
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time he did not think it would be so long until he wrote again 
but at least he had found some information -which I should find 
interesting. He stated it was con^jiled in a big book which he was 
sending me and that he was also sending smaller books -vdiioh ccm- 
tain the latest information issued by the MERICAN AlUlCD'JTJMJCOIffMI. 
He stated he was certain I would find the large book clear and mder- 
standable tdiich isould eixable me to pass on the information that I 
woiild find practical. The lettei^^tet^hat in case I had changed 
my address, a New York friend off^mPhad been designated on the 
package as the sender and it would be returned to this person in 
case the package was not cfelivered to me. The package bore the 
return address of LUlET STEIN whose address was in the vicinity of 
East 50th Street. I remember I looked in the telephone book to 
find out if she was listed therein but did not see a UILY SIEIN 
with an Identical address. 



The package contained a large red book entitled "lETAIS H4HDB00K" 
1939 Edition issued by the AL3ERICAK SOCIETY IDE IffiTAIS, 7016 Euclid 
Avenue, Cleveland, Ohio. There TTere two other books in the package, 
one of them bedjig a loose-leaf notebook entitled "iaSNESIUM ALLOTS 
1940" and was apparently issued by the ALUMDTDK C015PANT OF AliERIGA as was 
the other booklet which was entitled "ALCOA AND ITS ALLOYS" . I 
immediately connected the letter and package with what my wife had told 
me about me being contacted on this side to carry material to Europe.

As a result of the search of ETEERS^ room and the apartaaent in 
■which he lived, a package wrapped in hroira paper and tied -nith string ipaa 
foaad and -which contained a large red book entitled, "Sfetals- Handbook, 
1939 Edition", issued by the American Society for Metals, 7016 Euclid 
Avenue, Cleveland, . Ohip# There Tias inserted between the pages of this 
book, a slip of paper bearing the nuinber S 3431* bearing Hus headiiig, 
"Detach and Return irith Merchandise", also the notation, One 1939 Metal 
Handbook ordered from Merican Sooiely for Metals for Heine", the name 
HEINE is -written in pencil* In -the package iiere also a loose leaf bound 
hand book of the lluniinam Cempaty of America entitled, "Tfiizlo Magnesixmi 
Alloys 1940", and a booklet en-fei-tled, "Alcoa Aluminum and Its Alloys", 
-nhich contain inf orma-tion concerning aluminum and aluminnm allc^* 

EILERS sta-ted these vere the books received from KONRAD but denied 
sending any inf orma-tion taken from these books to Germany. 

EILERS denied knoidlng OSMUND HEIHE and LTT.TiT STEIN, but stated

an organleatlon on -the S* S* IS&NHATTAH, -nfalch he said -was prowNazi and 
made xnp of moat of -the Gexman members of the oreir on board -that ship* 

EIMJND HEINE in referring to BELWJDE EUERS, or mail drops 
furnished him, HEINE in discussing some photographs of airplanes 
ob-tained at Bridgeport, Connecticut, as part of Vob informa-tion requested, 
s-ta-ted on page eight of his, HEINEtS s-b^tement, as follonref* "I used ^

His bond was fixed at $25,000 and 
in lieu of bail was remanded to the custody of the JI, S* Marshal,

The Federal' Grand Jury for the Eastem District of New York, 
returned an indictment on July 15, 1941 charging EILERS with other 
named defendants on two counts with violation of Section 233 of Title 
22 and Section 32 of Title 50, United States Code* 

He was arraigned before the U, S, QLstriot Court for the 
Eastern District of Hew York, Brooklyn, plead not guilty and was 
remanded to the custody of the U, S. Marshal in lieu of $25,000 bail 
pending trial set for September 3, 1941«
